JOHN JAY. 


Under Hia Direction Slavery Was Abol- 


ish«d Iu New York'State. 


John Jny is one of tho most interesting 


characters in our national history. Hu 
was born in Now York city Doc. 12. 1745, 
of Huguenot stock, anc! Knwluntwl from 
King's—now Columbia—college. He w«s 
admltuxl to thy bar in 1708 and Inimedi 
ately becamo onu of the most prominent 
supporters of the colonial cause. He was 
» colonel in the patriot army, chief of the 
New York supreme court, member of tho 
continental congress and the author of bis 
own state's constitution. 
He was minis- 


ter to Spain two years, and witb Franklin 
and Adams negotiated tho treaty of Purls. 
Returning to America, he was for flv« 
years secretary for foreign affairs, and was 
in H89 appointed by Washington the first 
chief justice of tho supremo court of the 
United States. Ho was minister to Eng- 
land in 1794, and in 1801 withdrew from 
public 1 if o and devoted himself to study, 
to philanthropy and to the ouianclpatioi; 
of him es. It was under bis direction that 
slavery was abolished in New York state. 
Ho died May 17, 1829. 


Nov. 19, 1794, John Jay signed fn ton 


don the instrument known as Jay's treaty, 
by which most of the questions In dispute 
between England and the United State; 
were settled. There were many matters 
left without definite understanding at tin 
end of the Revolutionary war. 
By th 


provisions of the Jay treaty tho northern 
boundary of Maine, WUB determined, Amer 
iuan citizens recovered ubout $10,000,00( 
for illegal captures of vosscls by Knglith 
cruisers since the pence of 1782, mid nl 
tho western posts still hold by British «ur 
risons wore surrendered.

for them. He could not prevail on tin 
Knglibh diplomatics to open Canadm 
ports to American \essclsor to smut 
free traffic in West Imliuii sens, nnd th 
regulations upon neutrality as betwee 
Knftlish and Frenoh privateers were no 
what his countryn"-'n desired. 


Tho Jay treaty was really only suppl 


nientnry to the treaty of Paris, by whic 
the Revolutionary war wns ended, and the 
jfrowiiiK strength of thestiuns rendered it;- 
citizens Impatient of anything less than n 
complete concession by England. 
Jay 


was most roundly abused. Public meet- 
ings were held in half tho cities of the 
country, and he was accused of having 
b«en jmrclmscd with Britihh gold. 


But President Washington folt assured n 


substantial advantage had been gained, 
and he appro\ed the treaty, the senatu 
ratifying his approval Aug. 14, 17yi.—

BUSINESS IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, Fe'n. 1.—Monday's session 


of the senate lasted six hours, two of the 
general appropriation bills—that for the 
army, carrying $^3,143,492, and that for 
the executive, judicial and legislative 
departments, carrying $21,658,520—being 
passed, the latter, consisting of 121 pages, 
occupying the attention uf the senate 
during: the greater part of the session. 


Mr. Turpie secured the adoption of an 


amendment providing that in any re- 
ductions made in the force of the pen- 
sion olfic-. the cummisslo-ner shall retain 
in the ser\ice by preference, such em- 
ployes as may be honorably discharged 
soldiers ana sailors or their \vidowsand 
.daughters. 


Mr. Cockrell did not believe the con- 


dition of the business in the 
pension 


i-fflfC warranted such a reduction of force 
as had been suggested, and he sajd that 
If, after the reduction was made, an ef- 
fort should be made to increase the force, 
there would be "some amusement over 
it." 


Mr. Lodpe explained that Commis- 


sioner Evans had testified before the 
committee on civil service and retrench- 
ment that the clerical force of his office 
(could be reduced by between 90 a-nd 100 
clerks without impairing the efflciancy 
of the service. 


Mr. Platt of Connecticut commended 


the work of the commissioner of pen- 
sions and thought his statements were 
made with a sincere desire to better the 
service of his bureau. Mr. P:att was of 
Opinion that other chiefs of bureaus also 
could make reductions In their forces 
without impairing their efficiency, and 
suggested that the committee on civil 
Service and retrenchment might well 
obtain the testimony of some of them on 
that point.
